OTTAWA (CP) — Reports 
from Tokyo that the whole of 
Canada’s 11,000-man Special 
Brigade might go to Korea was 
the first indication that stiffen- 
ink Communist resistance there 
had possibly brought another 
change-of plans on destination 
of. the force. 

Defence officials here said they 
had heard nothing of the Tokyo 
report. So far as was known here 
the plan was still to send the 
2nd Battalion of the Princess Pa- 
tricia’s Canadian Light Infantry 
to Korea late this month and the 
rest of the force ta the United 
States for training.

Canada Bank Head Says Program 
Would Set Up Strong Defence 


TORONTO (CP) — Graham 
Towers suggested today, that, 
fundamentally, only by higher 
taxes will Canada be able to 
meet the inflation threat and 
pay for an expanding. defence 
programy which may have to be 
maintained “for many years to 
come.” 

The governor of the Bank of

Farmer's Profit $58,993 
On Neat Govt. Deal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
story of an east Texas farmer 
who bought $1,209,600 worth of 
surplus military equipment for 
only $6.89 and later sold it back 
to the government for $63,000 
was brought to light today by 
the Senate defence investigating 
committee.

Higher Taxation To Beat Inflation, 
Build Up Defences, Says Towers 


TORONTO -(CP) — Graham 
Towers suggested today that, 
fundamentally, only. by higher 
taxes will Canada be able to 
meet the inflation threat and 
pay for an expanding defence 
program which may have to be 
maintained “for many years to 
come.” 

The governor of the Bank of 
Canada, looking over the broad 
general picture of recent domes- 
tle and foreign monetary -evel- 
opments, advocated a pay-as-you- 
go policy in a speech at a joint 
meeting of the Empire Club of 
Canada and the Canadian Club 
of Toronto. 

The increased taxation, he 
said, must be aimed at a reduc- 
tion of spendable incomes, to the 
extent that the available supply 
of goods is being reduced by 
the demands of the defence pro- 
gram.” 

He made these. other points: 

1. Since Canada’s rearmament 
Program was still only in the 
initial stages, the amount of 
taxes should also include, as 
much as possible, sufficient 
funds to pay for part of future 
defence spending. 

STRONG POLICY 


*2 It did ‘not necessarily fol- 
low that large-scale defence 
spending automatically meant in- 
fiation, Canada could defend 
herself against inflation with the 
weapons of higher taxes, specific 
credit controls and a strong 
monetary policy. 

3. Since the problem of defence 
likely would form part of the 
life of free countries for many 
years te come, policies in the 
economic field had to be those 
which could endure, not stop 
gap measures. Above all, it 
called for pay-as-you-go financing 
and maximum prodiiction.

SEOUL (AP) — Korean 
fighting fronts were ominously 
quiet today. Attention shifted 
to diplomatic fronts. Only in 
the-air was the war as usual, 

There was no major contact 
reported with Communist forces 
—either Korean or Chinese—in 
all Korea. Only on the north- 
west front was there any con- 
tact at all. There a tank-led 
patrol of the U.S. 24th Division 
ran into 200 or 300 enemy troops. 

In north-central Korea; U.S, 
Marines advanced unopposed to 
within nine miles of the vital 
Changjin power dam. Only four 
days ago Borean and Chinese 
Reds had put up bitter resist- 
ance in this sector. 

For the marines it was a gain 
of nearly a mile along the tor 
tuous canyon road’ leading 
northwest from the it coast 
city of Hamhung, 40 to the 
south.

MONTHS AGO MR. J. PIT- 
cairn...Hogg... K.C..... died... He was 
chairman of British Columbia’s Labor 
Relations. Board. Since that . time “this 
important’ agency of the provincial gov- 
ernment has been without the guidance 
of an official supposed to be competent 
to weigh the balance in labor matters 
which is so essential in disputes that 
from time to time crop up between 
employee and employer. 

It is no longer a secret that pressure 
has, been brought to bear from various 
interests in the province—and especially 
from Vancouver—that a man learned 
in the law bé appointed to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the untimely death of 
Mr. Hogg. We are totally opposed to 
this point. of view..Human relationships 
being what they are; and the fact. that 
employers of labor and the members 
of organized and unorganized labor are 
creatures of a common heritage, willing 
to work for the progress of the land 
which has been and is still good to them, 
would it not be better if the provincial 
Minister of Labor were to recommend 
to his ministerial colleagues some per- 
gon for this chairmanship who under- 


stands the humanities? Why is it neces- 
sary to appoint a lawyer? : 
We suggest to Mr. Cates, therefore, 
regardless of such pressures to which 
he may be exposed, that he tell the cabi- 
net he has made up his mind to fill 
the vacancy on the board. One requires 
little imagination to appreciate the diffi- 
culties with which the Minister of Labor 
is confronted. But it will be taken for 
granted that unless he, as the head of 
the Department, takes the initiative 
without further delay, and makes the 
appointment which should have been 
made weeks ago, he himself will be the 
target for all kinds of criticism.

ys THE OLD DAYS OF BARGAINING 

it was customary for one party to 
ask a little more so that he could knock 
a little bit off as the dickering pro- 
eeeded. The other party automatically 
offered a little less so that he could 
come up to the eventual compromise— 
usually a reasonable figure which both 
had ‘kept. in mind. when the -precess 
started. In simple trading terms that 
meant if a person had something to sell 
and believed it to be worth $15 he 
might ask $20 for it. The prospective 
purchaser, realizing $15 to be a fair 
price, offered $10. The deal was made 
when the asked and offering prices 
neared the $15 mark, with a few cents 
give or take. 

That was an old and tried system. 
Its modern variant in the wage field 
geems to have gone considerably beyond 
the tradition. A union which may feel 
Mteelf entitled to a $10-a-month wage 
fmcrease may now ask for $30 in the 
hope that compromise will be reached 
at $20, which is $10 more than the 
union might reasonably have expected 
on the basis of conditions. The idea 
of a fair balance does not appear to 


count. The theory seems to be that the 
smart business agent should persuade 
his dues-paying colleaguis to ask for 
as much as they can think of. There is 
little expectation on anyone's part that 
the figure will be acceptable, bg {the 
saw-off in such negotiations may be 
made at a figure well above that which 
ustified.

Happily for humanity, of course, 
some of the ancient shibboleths about 
tuberculosis have gone into the discard.

If it's 
nicotine you're after, smoking seems a 
highly inefficient way of getting at the 
stuff.

nicotine, just as I refuse to think of the 
world’s finer wines as plain alcohol. 
What a horrible word alcohol is. Bel- 
loc or Chesterton, I forget which, de- 
scribes very gloomily how the word was 
first invented and spat out by some 
wretched Mohammedan who wished to 
curse western culture. He is now aided 
by many westerners themselves who are 
unfit to detect the difference between 
shaving lotion and Chateur Latour. Or 
between insecticides and a Corona Cor- 
ona. May heaven preserve such wretches 
in rubbing alcohol . .. with a dash of 
nicotine. ‘ 


ANOTHER thing the professor forgets 
is that while almost any weak man 
can give up smokirg completely, it takes 
far more strength of character to. cut 
down a bit. Mark Twein explains all 
this, quite seriously and convincingly. 
Anyone who has tried the thing will tell

MEDIATOR’S VIEW 


Certainly Sir Owen Dixon's report 
to U.N. on his mediation efforts pointed 
the finger of criticism mostlyat—india: 
He ‘blamed India for having refused- all 
and sundry suggestions made by U.N, 
and by himself. He blamed India for 
talking loud about a plebiscite and for 
refusing to agreé to conditions whereby 
a plebiscite would be fairly held with- 
out threat of influence from Indian 
troops and officials, 

Nehru says that it is no use taking 
a subject like that to a third party for 
a third party cannot know as much 
about it and might make an unwise 
decision. He also suggests it is hurtful 
to a country’s dignity to take disputes 
outside to a body such as the world 
court.

RUSSIAN PACT? 


At Lucknow a very sober-minded 
Pakistani assured me that rather than 
let his country be overrun by India, 
Pakistan would make a pact with Russia 
and become some kind of a satellite. 

Like you, I thought he was bluffing. 
But I am not so sure now. They fear 
India would so cripple them as to make 
their continued existence almost im- 
possible. Russia on the other hand 
would probably strengthen their country 
and invest in its development. It would 
mean communism of course but ‘the 
Pakistanis- don’t have so much to Jose, 

There is no doubt that in the first 
instance of this Kashmir dispute the - 
Pakistan government permitted tribes- 
men to invade Kashmir and the tribes 
men behaved in ghastly fashion. But 
there is some reason to believe that 
their invasion was at least partially pro- 
voked by anti-Moslem activity in - the 
state. But it was Sir Owen. Dixon's con- 
tention that the sins of the far past 
must not now stand in the way of fair 
settlement and compromise and it was 
his report that Pakistan deserved a 
goodly share of Kashmir and a fair 
plebiscite in the disputed vale. 

India will have none of this yet and 
I think I have not spoken to one for- 
eigner in India who has not shared 
much of Dixon’s view, That is a slight 
exaggeration. I can think of two now 
but I can think of a score who take the 
Pakistan side. i

Transplant the tiny seedlings 
as soon as they are large enough 
to handle, and again when they 
have become established small 
plants.

This may seem dras- 
tic, but in a few days many 
growths appear, and these will 
form a sturdy, well-shaped plant. 

The soil for all begonias must 
be porous, yet contain sufficient 
fibrous material —to~- maintain 
steady moisture. Other tmpor- 
tant points of care include good 
light and air but not direct sun, 
and water when the top soil is 
becoming dry, filling the saucer 
under the pot or pouring it on 
the soil—not on the foliage or 
the centre of the plant, If the 
leaves are left wet ovefnight, or 
if a trace of moisture is on the 
foliage when the plant is in a 
chilly room, a brown water stain 
will be noticed, followed by im- 
mediate rotting. 

Seed sown now will give fine 
plants by next April-May for 
use as pot plants, in north win- 
dow-boxes, or shady beds.

Mao-Tze-tung does not want 
that power shut off. Although 
the Russians looted much Man- 
churian productive . equipment 
during their postwar occupation, 
what is left is China’s chief hope 
for indwstrialization. And the 
Communist Party line says indus- 
trialization is the answer to 
China’s historic poverty. 

The three major power sys 
tems most directly threatened by 
United Nations forces are at 
Changjin (Chosin), where the 
Chinese 124th Division has been 
fighting a grim battle against 
U.S. Marines at Pujon (Fusen), 
a few miles east; and at Hochon, 
farther east. 

U.N, forces either hold or 
directly threaten all the Chang- 
jin, Pujon and Hochon plants. 
The North Koreans are fighting 
bitterly for them. U.N. officers

Your normal tendency is to 
win a trick as cheaply as pos- 
sible. A good thing, too, because 
if you squandered cards when 
winning tricks, you would lose 


most doubtful contracts. Never- 


theless, it is sometimes neces- 

sary to win a trick as expensively 
“gs “possible to keep from getting 
in your own way later on. To- 
day’s hand is a case in point. 

If West had opened a spade, 
South’s hash would have been 
settled very quickly. There 
would have been no play to 
avoid the loss of two spades, a 
diamond, and a club. However, 
there was no way for West to 
know that the spade lead would 
be so much better than the club. 

East also had a chance to save 
the defense after he won the 
first trick with the ace of clubs.

Dummy won the second trick 
with the queen of clubs and re- 
turned a low heart.

YOUR BABY 
AND. MINE 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


How wonderful it is, when 
the child begins to ask questions, 
to be able to pour information 
ani wisdom into his thirsty 
mind! No effort is too much 
for the parefit to make, and she 
tends to go far beyond the initial 
question in her eagerness to sat- 
isfy this curiosity. 

It isn’t long before the mother 
recognizes that there is a dif- 
ference in questions. Sometimes, 
the child asks to know, some 
times he just asks. Children 
are very quick to adopt behavior 
which earns the parent's notice. 
Asking questions is a very good 
way to manage this. “Why did 
the Little Red Hen” make “a 
cake?” “Why did the fox want 
to eat her up?” “Why does 
Daddy go down town -every 
day?”. “Why do you have to 
dust?” On and on the questions 
go until the mother finds her- 
self bogged down in their multi- 
plicity, and sometimes their 
meaningless quality. 

Let the mother take it for 
granted that every child thirsts 
for companionship and if he gets 
it from the mother by way of 
questions he will be able to 
think up all that are necéssary 
to achieve this end. 

Naturally, he is information- 
hungry, too, and questions with 
such a basis deserve to be an- 
swered to the best of the 
parent’s ability. If she can’t 
answer them she should ask 
someone who can, or help the 
child to find the answers. If 
his curiosity is snuffed out. or 
ignored the child will reach the 
point where he will be too dis- 
couraged to ask. He'll be content 
to accept the fact that there are 
lots of things he will never 
know. A large share of the popu- 
lation has exactly that. attitude. 
Their curiosity is dead and they 
no longer care to learn. 

Answer the earnest query and 
recognize the silly question or 
the aimless “What for?” or 
“Why?” for what it is; just a 
means of keeping a conversa- 
tion going between the child 
and the grownup.

Canadians exporting goods to 
the United States may now ob- 
tain advance rulings on tariff 
classifications and rates_enabling 
them to determine the “landed 
cost” of articles to the purchaser. 

Previously, only advisory opin- 
fons were obtainable under the 
existing regulations. 

A new U.S. Treasury Depart- 
ment ruling says in part that 
“when the new provisions are 
utilized by the foreign trader, 
possibilities of a field officer's 
determination being over-ruled 
by higher customs officials with- 
out notice, or of different tariff 
treatment of the same merchan- 
dise at different ports of entry, 
are eliminated. 

The regulation (T.D. 52588), 
issued Oct. 27, says “such revi- 
sion would be taken only after 
notice has been given and repre- 
sentations of interested traders 
have been considered. Then, any 
increase found necessary would 
take effect only after 30 days 
had elapsed from publicatign of 
a formal decision.” 

Canadian exporters may apply 
to the US. Commissioner of 
Customs for a ruling as to the 
tariff classification of an article 
by providing specifications, com- 
ponent materials, chief use.

Restrictions 
Seen As Menace 
To World Peace

Three out of five people in 
the world earn an average of 
$40 a year, have a life expect- 
ancy of 30 years, a diet at the 
subsistence level and an illiteracy 
average of 78 per cent. 

This is stated im current 
monthly letter of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce in a study 
of Canada in its relation to 
under-developed areas of the 
world. 


Illustrating what this means, 
the bank letter quotes James P. 
Warburg in his book “A New 
Look at the Economic Chal- 
lenge,” as follows: 

“We know that hunger, pov- 
erty, disease and ignorance are 
the basic causes of human un- 
happiness, the basic factors 
which move men toward vio- 
lence.” We know that the unh- 
equal distribution of food, medi- 
cine, knowledge.and accumulated 
wealth causes a wide sense of 
injustice; and we know that 
man’s sense of injustice is older 
and stronger than man's reason. 

The bank’s letter says that, 
through force of circumstances, 
the concept of the world as one 
economic entity has gained cofi- 
siderable headway since the im- 
mediate postwar period. 

Failure to recognize this, the 
letter adds, was a contributing 
cause of the depression of the 
‘30s. The avoidance of a repeti- 
tion of past errors in this respect 
would be a delicate and difficult 
task, 

In other words, the world 
must not be set up into numer- 
ous national compartments, each 
trying to produce most of its 
own needs whether it does it 
well or not. 

Rather, each should produce 
what it does best, and exchange 
production in the channels of 

id trade.

“Tt is not always realized that 
additions to exchange reserves 
require to be financed,” he*said 
in a speech prepared for delivery 
before a joint meeting o2 the 
Empire Club of Canada and the 
Canadian Club of Toronto. 


“When the government buys 
United States funds from an Am- 
erican investor who wishes to 
purehase a domestic security, it 
must find the Canadian dollars 
to pay him with. 

“During June and July the Ca 
nadian dollars required to pay 
for the increased gold and United 
States dollar holdings of the For- 
eign Exchange Control Board 
were provided fromthe cash re- 
serves of the government. 

“In August and September, as 
the capital inflow continted and 
then increased in volume, ‘the 
government found it necessary to 
borrow from the chartered 
banks, by issuance of $200,000,000 
of deposit certificates and from 
the Bank of Canada to the extent 
of nearly $300,000,000 by selling 
U.S. exchange on a temporary 
basis.” 

This money covered the heavy 
flow of capital, most of it from 
the United States and including 
“hot” or speculative money 
which brought Canada’s gold and 
dollar reserves to a record $1, 
789,000,000 but exerted sufficient 
pressure to force the government 
to free the dollar. Sept, 30. 

“This financing with. the Bank 
of Canada,” said Mr. Towers, 
would have had inflationary im- 
plications if it had resulted in a 
large increase in the cash re 
serves of the chartered banks. 


“However, we set out to pre 
vent this happening by selling in 
the market part of our holdings 
of Government of Canada secur- 
ities . . 


Mr. Towers doubted whether 
any country has ever experienced 
a capital inflow of proportionate 
size in such a short period. 


Coal Freight Rate 


Jump Hits West 


VANCOUVER (CP) — British 
Columbia and Alberta coal will 
be shut out of Ontario markets 
under the proposed freight rate 
increase,’ Mines Minister N. E. 
Tanner of Alberta said bere 
Wednesday. 

“I do not think the proposed 
rates are justified or in the in- 
terest of Canada,” he told the 
western branch of the Canadian 
Institute of Mining and Metal- 
urgy in annual meeting. 

“If they go up to the maxi- 
mum indicated, British Columbia 
and Alberta coal will be shutout 
of Ontario. 

“The railways should hae an 
interest in the future of Canada 
and use all the coal they can 
economically. They should hold 
freight rates as low as they can 
economically and should make 
cars available to carry coal to 
Canadian markets.” 

Coal freight rates are sched- 
uled to jump $2.35 a ton next 
March, and the railways have 
indicated another similar in- 
crease may follow a year later.

Quit In Korea 


As Diplomats Plan Steps 


SEOUL (AP)-—Korean fight- 
ing fronts were ominously quiet 
today. Attention shifted to diplo- 
matic fronts. Only in the air 
was the war as usual. 

There was no major contact 
reported with Communist forces 
—either Korean or Chinese—fn 
all Korea. Only on the north- 
west front was there any con- 
tact at all. There a_ tank-led 
patrol of the U.S. 24th Division 
ran into 200 or 300 enemy troops. 

In north-central Korea, U.S. 
Marines advanced unopposed to 
within nine miles of the vital 
Changjin power dam. Only four 
days ago Borean and Chinese 
Reds had put up bitter resist- 
ance in this sector. 

For the marines it was a gain 
of nearly a mile along the tor- 
tuous canyon road leading 


northwest from the east coast 
city of Hamhung, 40 miles to the 
south. Changjin reservoir is the 
heart of a huge hydro-electric 
system. 

Diplomatic strokes apparently 
were developed behind the hack- 
drop of the war. A US. 8th 
Army staff officer said “the 
war is now in a strange phase in 
which diplomatic moves perhaps 
re as important as military 
moves.”
